THE SCHOOLS 


Mr. Seamus McCabe, Chairman of the 
Feis Committee, said that the attendance of 
compétitors, and the variety of the pro- 
gramme was the largest in Ireland since the 
foundation of the Gaelic League over thirty- 
years ago. The spread of the language was 
progressing satisfactorily. The primary 
schools showed up splendidly, but the secon- 
dary schools had not done so well, and the 
Committee was at a loss to know the reason. 
It might be that the syllabus was not suited 
to them, or that they failed to take an in- 
terest in drama oar music. Though the 
Feis was growing in size, the money lost in 
its organisation was increasing, and he was 
afraid that if it continued it could not carry 
on. The income of the Gaelic League, 
which had to bear the loss, was decreasing 
every year, and it was the duty of all Gaels 
to help to put the Feis on its feet. 

“He appealed to parents to encourage their 
children to speak Irish, both at home and 
during their play time. If children saw 
that Irish was not respected, except in the 
schools, they would cease to take an intérest 
in it or speak it after they lett school. The 
biggest item in the cost of the Feis, he said 
was the fee for the hire of the Mansion 
House. _A deputation which waited on the 
Corporation failed to obtain any reduction. 
and he thought it was a shame that they 
should have to meet so high a charge. In 
view of the important work they were carry- 
ing on they thought that the hall should be 
given free of charge.

LORD SOMERLEYTON 


_ Lord Somerleyton died in a London nurs. 
ing home yesterday, aged 77. He suffered 
a stroke tex days ago, being taken ill during 
a& cruise, 

Lord Somerleyton sat in the House of 
Cominons as Sir Savile Crossley, first for the 
Lowestoft Division from 1885 to 1892, and 
then for Halifax, 1900.06. He was a mem- 
bee of the Halifax family of Crossleys. At 
the general election of 1900 Sir Savile was 
nominated as candidate by the Halifax Con- 
servative Association while he was engaged 
with the Forces in South Africa, and was 
unable to visit the constituency. His wife 
worked so assiduously on his behalf that he 
was elected at the head of the poll, From 
1902 to 1906 he was PubtadoletCenaba), and 
was raised to the peerage in 1916. He was 
Chairman of the Liberal Unionist Council 
under Mr. Joseph Chamberlain until the 
amalgamation with the Conservatives. He 
married the youngest danghter of Sir Henry 
de Bathe, fourth baronet. Lord Somerlevton 
Is succeeded by his son, Major the Hon, 
Francis Savile Crossley.

CIVIL SERVICE AS A 
CAREER

UNIVERSIFY COLLEGE 
DISCUSSION 


At a meeting of the University College 
Commerce Society, held at 86 St. Stephen's 
Green, Dublin, last night, a discussion took 
place on.the subject: “ That the Saorstat 
Civil Service affords an attractive career for 
the best talent in the country.” 

Mr. T. J. Hughes, B.A., secretary of the 
Civil Service Federation, who presided, said 
that the present policy of having conditions 
of employment imposed by the Government 
without the consent vf the staff organisations 
concerned .waa the cause of grave discontent 
amongst Civil Servants. There was now 
little doubt bat ‘that the Government had no 
serious intention of changing that policy, 
notwithstanding the undertaking that was 

iven to the Civil Service three years ago. 
All the indications were that the Government 
was deliberately pursuing delay tactica in 
order to evade carrying out the pledge given 
to accept the findings of an independent 
arbitration board in regard to the conditions 
of employment of Civil Servants. 

The Civil Servant occupied a most peculiar 
position ‘amongst employés, Mr. Hughes con- 
tinued. He had no’ rights as regards his 
pay which he could enforce at law against 

is employer, anc it was not merely a legal 
fiction that he held his office at the will and 
pleasure ot the Executivé Council. As 
stated by the Commission which is at present 
inquiring into the Civil Service, ‘there is 
probably no other form of employment where 
the employer is in a position to be ao auto- 
eratic in felation to his ‘staff.’ 

As instances of autocratic treatment, Mr. 
Hughes mentioned the general reduction of 
basic Scales of pay introdnced in 1924. 
Further economies had been effected by 
down-grading of work and by a new system 
of payment known as the “ differentiated 
scales.’ All these changes were made with- 
out any consultation with the staff concerned. 
On top of al' these reductions, the general 
level of remuneration in the Civil Service 
had been further drastically lowered by the 
steep decline in recent years of the cost-of- 
living bonus, and now compared unfavour- 
ably with the remuneration paid to outside 
employes engaged on similar work.

HE dispute between the Belfast Cor- 
iu ration and the Northern Government 
in regard to the education levy was 
advanced a further stage to-day. A meetin 
of the Corjioration in committee was held, 
when the Lord Mayor (Sir Crawford 
McCullagh) and Alderman James A. Duff, 
J.P. the Chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee, made statements as to what tragspired 
at the interview at Stormont Castle a few 
months ago wita the Prime Minister and the 
Minister «f Finance. 

It is clear from these siatements that there 
was a deep tune of opinion between the 
Corporation and the Government representa- 
tives. The difficulty arose through the Minister 
of Financc, in his Budget statement Inst 
year, declaring that he would be compelled 
to put a levy of 6d. in the & for the present 
year oh the local rates aid 1s, in the comnig 
vear to relieve the Exchequer of portion of 
the cost of educational services; 


COUNCIL'S ATTITUDE 


The Minister explained that the British 
Tredsury was ‘not satisfied that, the local 
authoritids were paying a sufficient portion 
of the cost of edecattas. The Corporation 
declinéd to levy the rate, holding that it was 
wnconstititional for. the Governumerit to im-

LORD MAYOR'S STATEMENT

under anv conditions, agree, as he pointed 
out that he had made an honourable agree- 
ment with the Imperial Treasury. which must 
be carried out. That was that the Corpora- 
tion should contribute ls. in the £ towards 
the cost of education. 

“As far as the principle of the levy was 
concerned, the Prime Minister said he was 
willing to agree to substitute any other means 
we could reasonably suggest. 


STOPPING THE GRANTS

HE details of Supplementary Estimates 
which were introduced in the Dail 
last Thursday have now been circulated. 
One of these indicates unexpected 
increases in law changes during the year. 
The original estimate was for £27,505, but: 
to this has now to be added a sum of 
£8,138, less certain deductions, which 
bring it to £7,438. Of the increased 
amount £5,500 is required for additional] 
fees to counsel for conducting State Éile 
cutions. Presumably these prosecutions 
were at the Military Tribunal, and the 
cases in the High and Supreme Courts 
in which the State was recently involved. 
£2,000 is required for expenses of juries, 
defence of prisoners in cases of murder, etc. 
The original estimate for the Civic 
Guards of £1,782,478 has now to be 
increased by £41,985 (less savings of 
£6,000 on other sub-heads). In part this 
increase is due to the additions made to 
the force during the last year. Of this 
£7,550 is for additional uniforms, rent 
allowances, etc., and for allowance for 
men stationed in the West Galway (Gael- 
tacht) Division ; £5,000 is for subsistence 
allowances, £9,000 for locomotive expenses, 
£8,000 in payment of clothing held in 
stock, and £1,615 for clothing for 200 addi- 
tional reeruits. £373 is for purchase of 
ammunition and miscellaneous equipment, 
and £2,000 for compensation for arma 
and injury. 


EXPORT BOUNTIES 


The total cost of export bounties and 
subsidies for the financial year has now 
reached the large total of £3,143,000. The 
original estimate for the year was 
£2,250,000, to which there has'already been 
voted a supplementary’ estimate of 
£763,000. There is now required a further 
sum of £130,000, making a total of 
£5,143,000. The bounties and subsidies are 
payable on agricultural and industrial com- 
modities exported from the Free State, and 
for expenditure connected with trial con- 
signments to external markets. 

The Department of Local Government 
requires a sum of £4,503, for which no 
estimate was previously made, for the 
supply of native fuel for necessitous house- 
holds in districts where such fuel is not 
available. An additional sum of £14,507 
is required for grants under the 1932 and 
1934 Housing Acts. Savings under other 
sub-heads reduce the amount actually re- 
quired to £10. 

The Minister for Finance requires a 
further sum of £250,000 to enable a further 
payment to be made to local authorities 
on foot of local taxation grants absorbed 
in the Guarantee Fund in meeting arrears 
of land purchase annuities since. funded 
under the provisions of the Land Act, 
1933 


An additional sum of £400 is required 
to provide extra assistance at the State 
Laboratory. 

Among the repayments to the Contin- 
gency Fund there is a sum of £33, State 
bounty in respect of triplets, Under this 
head also there is an item ‘Salary of 
Commissioner of the Dail Land Settlement 
Commission for the period from Ist July, 
1922, to the 6th September, 1922— 
£129 7s." 


ARMY PENSIONS 


A revised estimate of the amount re- 
quired for the financial year for Army 
pensions under the Acts of 1924 and 1934 
is £11,200. In the Dail on 10th August 
last’a sum of £80,000 was voted tinder this 
head. On that occasion the Minister for 
Finance mentioned £360,000 as the original 
estimate, adding that ‘‘ that is a generous 
estimate, because we have to allow for all 
sorts of contingencies, the effect of which 
we cannot at the moment estimate.”’ The 
intention now is to substitute the sum of 
£11,200 for the estimate previously passed. 
This sum represents approximately the 
amount of pensions likely to be awarded 
before the end of the present financial 
year. It is not to be taken as an indica- 
tion of the amount which will be payable 
ultimately when the claims have been 
investigated.

A reward of £1,000 is being offered in 
an ofhcial police notice, published to-day, 
for information which will lead to the con- 
viction of the persons guilty of the 
murderous attack on Mr. Richard More- 
O’Ferrall, at Lisard, near Edgeworths- 
town, on February 9th last. 

Proportionate rewards will be paid for 
any information which proves of value to 
the police in their investigations. 

Mr. Richard More-O’Ferrall was shot 
when attempting to protect his father 
during a raid by armed men at his home 
in Lisard. Four men entered the house 
during a dinner party on Saturday, Febru- 
ary 9th. They were armed with revolvers, 
and when Mr. Richard More-O’Ferrall 
tried to assist his father, who was about 
to be dragged from the room, he was 
clubbed with a revolver butt and shot as 
he lay on the floor. 

The raiders escaped in a motor car, and, 
despite the fact that they threw away the 
old police caps which they had been wear- 
ing, no trace of them has been found. 

Inquiries have been made by the Civic 
Guards and detectives over a wide area, 
and it is now believed that the offer of the 
reward may lead to someone coming 
forward who actually saw the men wearing 
what appeared to be police uniforms, or 
who saw persons breaking into a hall where 
the old caps had been stored. 

Mr. Richard More-O’Ferrall, who was 
not quite twenty-one years of age, died in 
St. Vincent’s Hospital, Dublin, ten days 
after he had been shot. At the subse- 
quent inquest the jury returned a verdict 
that he ' was brutally murdered by some 
person or persons unknown.”’

MYSTERY OF 
HUMAN LEGS 
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PAIR of human legs—those of a man— 
were discovered in a third-class com- 


partment of an electric train at 
Waterloo Station, London, vesterday. 

They were found by a carriage-cleaner in 
the train which arrived at Waterloo from 
Hounslow, via Twickenham, at 1.58 p.m. 

The cleaner saw a brown paper parcel lying 
under the seat of a compartment. He pulled 
it out and showed it to his superiors. The 
parcel, which was tied with string, was 
opened, and inside, wrapped in old news- 
papers, the officials saw the two legs of a 
man, They had been cut off at the knees, 
apparently with a somewhat blunt instru- 
went. ‘The severing had been clumsily done. 
The parcel was soaked in blood. 

It is understood that the legs had been 
severed only about twelve hours. ‘The feet 
were intact. Rigor mortis had not set in, 

Immediately the parcel had been opened 
railway officials communicated with Scotland 
Yard. All sections of the Southern Railway 
were being closely watched last evening, and 
all trains being searched in view of the 
possibility of other parcels having been sent 
on other trains. Careful ‘nquirres were made 
at all points along the line from Hounslow 
to Waterloo. 

Two Police Divisional surgeons made a pre- 
liminary examination of the legs in the Lost 
Property Office at Waterloo. They came to 
the conclusion, it is understood, that the 
ieys were those of a young man, believed to 
have been in fairly good circumstances.

Another interesting paragraph of news states 
that the Lord laa of: Dubhn called 
together all persons between the ages oí 16 
and 60 and summoned them to be listed in 
the Dublin Militia, not to be confused with 
a later organisation founded in 1795. About 
the middie of 1667 the whole city and 


“suburbs, by ‘order of the Lord Lieutenant, 


was entrenched and the harbour strongly 
fortified. . 

In the same year there arose a great storm, 
which continued for nearly a week, and 
which did great damage to the ships on the 
Irish coast, ‘‘ oversetting a merchant ship in 
the harbour, and drove on shoar two or hres 
other vessels." Most of the houses in the 
city, continues the paragraph, were uncovered 
and several churches*sevérely damaged. 

In Dublin on the 24th December, 1672, the 
Guilds and Corporations presented to Sir 
John Tottye, the Lord Mayor (a person of 
known loyalty and integrity to His Majesty), 
a gold chain of great value as a testimony of 
their gratitude for his fidelity in asserting the 
just rights and privileges of the city. 

Some years later, in 1681, the Huguenots 
were received with. great kindness and 
courtesy to the city, and the Lord Lieutenant 
and members of the Council contributed 
towards a fund for their provision, while the 
Lord Mayor granted the freedom of the city 
to several of the French Protestants who 
were artisans, 


A DUBLIN CASTLE FIRE 


The Lord Deputy had a narrow escape on 
April 9, 1684, when several ef the rooms of 
Dublin Castle were destfoyed by fire. . The 
news item states that ‘“‘My Lord Deputy 
leaped out of bed, amd, opening the door, 
was almost stifled with flame and smoke, and 
Be alter the room where he had -laín was: 

vrnt."" we ; 

After the ‘proclaiming “of King James 1T. as 
rightful heit to the Kingdom of Iréland, a 
humble address was sent to-the King from 
the Provost, Fellows and Scholars of Trinity 
College, Dublin. 

In the year 1687 there was a severe flood 
in Dublin, and “the wind raged with that 
violence that it put the lower part of the city 
under water aod gas tó the first floor in most 
of the houses ind in somé of them higher: 
insomuch that there was no passage along 
those streets but. by carriages.’ And the rains 
coutinuings the waters came up almost. as 
high as St. Patrick's Gate and filled the 
streets so as boats plied in them: and from 
Ringsend to Cork Hill all kitchens and cellars 
were full of water, which rose almost a foot 
above the Custom House quay. . . . It con- 
tinued flowing and raised the waters still 
higher, which broke down the Draw Bridge 
of Essex Bridge.”’ 

In conclusion, the lecturer said that he pre- 
sumed the English journal, from which he 
had quoted, had gathered its. Irish news 
through a correspondent resident in Dublin, 
who had at regular intervals sent over his 
‘copy " by the “ pacguet boat,” which plied 
“ between The Rings End and Holyhead."

E difficulties of securing employment 
for young people in Dublin were 


described b r. John Good, T.D., 
when he gave evidence yesterday before the 
Reformatory and Industrial Schoo!s’ Commis- 
sion. He was speaking on the employment of 
children from industrial schools as a member 
of the Dublin Advisory Committee for 
Juvenile Employment. 

He said there were 6,000 new registrations 
every year at the Labour Exchanges in 
Dublin; of these persons the Committee was 
able to secure employment for about 1,000. 
The system of employment in Dublin was 
peculiar, however. The majority of persons 
secured employment through the influence of 
relatives or friends or by direct application, 
not through the Exchanges. 

“ We are up against isa difhculties,'' 
continued Mr. Good. “ We get virtually no 
boys or girls into regular trades, such as brick- 
laying, shopmaking plastering, carpentry, and 
such trades. 

** As to industrial schools preparing children 
for working in the new factories, it would be 
a very heavy task for them to duplicate the 
machinery, some. oí it very expensive, in order 
to let the pupils have Eas I don't know 

or which it would be 
especially useful to train the children in the 
schools. There seems to be an over-supply 
in virtually all the directions in which we can 
find employment.

TRAINING PUPILS 


The witness agreed with Mr. O’Tierney that 
training the — on any type of machinery 
should be useful in giving them a certain 
dexterity with other mechanism. As for the 
State providing fees for industrial school 
pupils to be apprenticed to trades, he said 
that the system of apprenticeship fees had 
largely died out, in recent, years. 

Miss O’Connor, another member of the 
Advisory Committee, spoke of the need of 
extended after-care for the schools’ pupils. 
The present after-care often lost touch with 
the girls; some of the girls did not like being 
looked after, and completely broke the con- 
nection. 

The witness said there had been a great 
change in regard to domestic employment ; 
nowadays most families only wanted daily 
maids to do a few hours’ work. That was no 
good to the industrial school girls, who, being 
orphans, required proper homes. 

Outlets other than domestic service should 
be found for these girls. She suggested provi- 
sion of State hostels in the principal cities for 
these and other girls of the same class.

Dr. Burgin—The attention of the Official 
Receiver will be drawn to the matters re 
ferred to, and the question of further action 
must await his report on the affairs of 
Messrs. James and Shakespeare, in accord- 
ance with Section 182 of the Companies Act, 
1929. 

In further reply to Mr. Grenfell, Dr.

ithe matter, the Official Receiver would un: 


doubtedly do his work as expeditiously as it 
had always been done in his Department. 

Mr. J. C. Wilmot (Labour) asked whether 
the Official Receiver’s powers under the Com- 
panies Act were wide enough to enable him 
to deal with this matter. 

Dr. Burgin—I think we had better exhaust 
the powers, such as they are, before we 
determine how wide they should be.

Mr. Duff Cooper (Financial Secretary to 
the Treasury) replied that until the report 
of the Official Receiver had been obtained 
no further steps could be taken.
